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1. The supervising teacher should get a copy of the 


student teachers trans¢ ript so that the former may 
evaluate the strengths and weaknesses of the student 


teacher's bac kground. 


Weaknesses noted in bac kgrounds of student teach 
ers included: (a) biology majors did not have enough 
chemistry: (hb) it is not possible for an individual to 
have a restricted area in general science and be pre 
pared to teach in that area. (Perhaps something could 
be done by the State Licensing Commission to be more 
selective in granting licenses for general science 


leac hers.) 


i. It is probably a good idea to inlorm the student 
teacher on visitation day olf the material he will be 
teaching and in this way the student teacher could 


prepare his units in advance. 


4. The student teacher should be given a bigger 
load during his student teaching as preparation for 
actual teaching experience. (lwo courses in both com- 
prehensive and restricted areas in addition to study hall 


were suggested as “standard. 


5. Outside work detracts from the efficiency of stu- 


dent teaching. 


6. The position of the supervising teacher in work- 
ing with the student teacher who is not ready to teach 


or can not teach was mentioned. 

7. The possibility o} plac ing the supervising teac her s 
name on the student teacher's credentials so prospective 
employers could contact the former was noted. 

8. Initiation of a “cadet program at the college so 
that prospective teachers could get some teaching ex- 


perience belore the senior year was discussed.
